A Number of Taxpayers co to Hear 


the teport of the Commiitiec. 
The adjourned meeting on military 
post grounds met last evening and the 
committee made a partial report... 
They stated that a very fine site could 
be obtained, made up of parts of the 
Wheeler and Lake.ranches, for $62,500, 
The bench at Mayberry’s is a grand 
location, and could be-had for $20,000, 
Snare’s ranch and sufficient adjoining 
lands could be had for about $8,000, 
The Evans land above the reservoir 
could be got at a reasonable price. 
Section 9, owned by Mr. Powning, Mr. 
Bender, the railroad and others, is a 
very fine place, looking down on the 
town and valley, and the price would 
be fair. Mr. Wheeler examined Pros- 
ser Valley, six miles from Reno, and, 
though it is lovely land, it is not acces- 


sible to water and is too far away. 
Mr. Powning said that. letters from 
rominent officers of the army, notably 
[ajor Gordon, suggested that 160 acres 
would be plenty of room, and, if so, 
there would be no trouble in getting 
lovely grounds at a jvery fair sum. 
He said the committe@ was invited to 
visit three or four other places—one 
near Glendale, owned by Frost and 
others, anotherabovethe English mill, 
one at the old Fair gronnds, ete. The 
committee was given two weeks further 
time to report at the same place. 
‘R. L. Fulton said that he had corre- 
sponded with parties living in towns 
adjoining military posts, and the unan- 
imous answer was that the benefits to 
a town could not be overestimated. 
They are immense financially, com- 
mercially, socially, and in every other 
way. He was of the opinion that this 
matter deserved a great deal more at- 
tention than it was getting from the 
majority of people. 

Mr. Beck said he felt that it was a 
matter of the utmost importance and 
he would like to see the people of 
Reno get together on this and other 
matters, but he had always found 
fault with them for not hanging _to- 
gether. Most of them were willing to 
work for anything that would benefit 
them, but not benefit any body else. 
He understood that both Senators 
would do all they could to get a post 
here, and he thoughit it unnecessary to 
give the Government anything. He 
being engaged in manufacturing ina 
sinall way had given the subject much 
thought. He said that if the people 
woula work together that he was satis- 
fied that we could double our inhabi- 
tants in three years.

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- INTERESTING LECTURES 
By President of the State Univer- 

sity and Rev, T. E. Sisson. 

The published programme for the 
exercises at the Methodist Church last 
evening were faithfully carried out. 
President Brown of the State Univer- 
sity opened with lecture on the 
“Relation of the te University to 
Christianity.’”’ As a Methodist the 
speaker thought it his duty to do all 
he can for the advancement of Meth- 
odism and christianity in general. He 
did not believe true morality can be 
taught without teaching christianity 
apy more than christianity can be 
taught without teaching morality. 
The speaker admitted that since his 
arrival on this coast he has become 
more radical on the liquor and tobacco 
questions than eyer before, mainly 
produced by having witnessed in this 
country more of the evil effects of 
stimulants and narcotics on the youth 
than ever before. He held that no 
one addicted to the use of either liquor 
oftobacco is fit to teach, that their 
example on their pupils is wholly bad, 
and that all kaving charge of the edu- 
cation of the youth should have the 
love of God in their hearts. The 
speaker referred to what seems to be 
the opinion of many people in this 
country, that religion is hypocricy and 
cant, and, as one man had expressed 
it, as ‘‘ refined superstition.”’ e did 
not believe sectarianism should be 
taught in a State institution. In his 
claim that religion should be taught 
in the University he gave Webster’s 
definition of that term, to wit.: ‘‘The 
recognition of God as an object of 
worship, love and obedience; right 
feelings towards God as rightly appre- 
hended ; piety.’”’ He said the sanctity 
of an oath cannot be preserved with- 
out religion, and cited the universal 
opinion of the ggessc na of this country 
relative to the valuelessness of Chi- 
nese testimony in our courts of justice. 

Continuing the discussion as.to what 
of a religious character should be taught 
in the University, the speaker said 
that among the orthodox Christian 
churches there is but little difference 
of opinion. The clergy, as well as 
many teachers, came in for a share of 
criticism for their cowardice as shown 
in their fear of offending the irrelig- 
ious. He believed the world is grow- 
ing better instead of worse, and that 
the want of religion among the masses 
is the main reason why no more re- 
ligion is taught in our public schools. 
He thought that prayer and a useful 
life was the most successful lessons to 
be taught our youth. The reason-the 


speaker quit the use of tobacco was be-}- 


cause he found from experience that a 
good scholar could not be made of a 
boy addicted to that habit. 
sident Brown said he did not 
ropose to do or say anything calcu- 
ated to in any manner injure the 
State University, but said he should 
continue to teach morality in that in- 
stitution, and that the good effect of 
such teaching is plainly visible among 
the students of both sexes. 


Address of T. E. Sisson. 

Rev. T. E. Sission followed in a very 
able and comprehensive discourse on 
‘¢ Educational Work,’’ from which the 
following extracts are taken : 


There is no greater problem than 
that of giving each boy and girl in 
every family a practical education. 
The remote situation of ranching dis- 
tricts, the great need of assistance of 
the boys and girls in carrying on the 
work, the question of expenses, and 
last but not least, the indisposition of 
the older children to make up the sad 
deficiencies of their education are cir- 
cumstances which the parents, teach- 
ers, and all interested in the welfare of 
the youth must meet and master if 
the future business enterprise and 
happy homes are to be_ retained and 
maintained by our own boys and girls. 

We hold that the studies compris- 
ing the course of study should always 
be with strict reference to the abilities 
and proposed life work of the student, 
providing of course that the foundation 
of the general English education has 
been laid 


This rule will, we believe, bring the 
right men into the right places, or, in 
cdot words, secure to the student a 
classical education. This is the rule 
and law by. which we must test the 
young e. Some are hopeless as 
tothe possibility of reclaiming many 
of the unpromising youth about us. 
The miner finds two pieces of rock ; 
one of them looks much superior to 
the other. His judgment is that the 
poorer rock will hardly cast a color. 
The actual worth, however, of either 
must be proven by the test, and there 
are possible chances that the poorer 
— will have given the better 
results. This is equally true of the 
youth. They must be tested; they 
must be placed where their two worths 
will appear. The strong young men 
climbing the bills for the stock may 
have a good business or legal mind.

The primary work is all 
important and must not be over- 
looked, for a year in this grade is of 
more importance to the child than two 

ears in more advanced . Oe 

igher education begins where the 
common school leaves off. This term 
does gpt mean higher because of more 
consequence, but because it pertains 
to older children in higher studies. 
The age at which great numbers drop 
from the public school is surprisingly 
young. Professor Butler of Columbia 
College, New York, says that a large 

roportion of the children in the United 
States over twelve years of age are-not 
in a school of any kind. Certain it is, 
that in this State the great majority of 
boys and girls over fifteen years of agé 
are not in any kind of school. Work 
is a great preventing cause of this. 
Many boys, especially in the Spring, 
are taken from the schools months be- 
fore the term is over in order to work 
the ranches and the stock. The work 
of the entire school year is virtually 
lost; and a few years of such experi- 
ence will discourage and kill all the 
ambition that any ordinary boy has 
for an education. This is the condi- 
tion of a large class, and for its re- 
demption we bespeak the most active, 
earnest and wise provision. These, if 
ever saved from the lower levels of 
ignorance, must be turned into lives 
different from the public school exper- 
ience. 


The first to the rescue of this class 
now being shipwrecked in the midst of 
their school years is the school of 
higher education—schools giving spe- 
cial attention and special courses, a 
school that will encourage the boy, 
grown to his father’s height, yet with- 
out his baby sister’s knowledge of 
books; a school that will inspire the 
soul of a youth with greater prospect, 
that will enlarge the mental horizof, 
and ultimately will forge from the 
mind the thought, decision and pur- 
poses of a man. fhe measure of our 
greatest education is the special school 
of academic grade, and, after observa- 
tion and experience, we regard the 
plan of one or more communities unit- 
ing to build and equip and maintain a 
school of this kind as necessary, emi- 
nently desirable and practicable. Ne- 
cessary because no other school will 
offer inducements and put forth the 
effort which will enlist the attention 
and interest of the young people, a 
large proportion of whom are doomed 
to comparative ignorance unless such 
a school comes within the circle of 
their homes and means, 

“ There is an angel in that piece of 
marble,’’ was the reply of the sculp- 
tor to an inquiry as to what he was 
going to do with that rough piece of 
stone. Ben Hur says that success is 
the brighest angel of life. The angel 
Success is bound in the possible des- 
tiny of every boy and girl, though he 
may be rude and awkward or she may 
be timid and diffident. But; let come 
upon their minds the squaring, shap- 
ing, refining, beautifying and moulding 
influences of education, and an accom- 
plished successful life is the result. 
Otherwise, these youths will be 
crushed into the lower ranks of this 
generation, and at an infinite cost sus- 
tain the disparity between their own 
attainments and the light of this the 
brightest age in the world’s history. 
This plan is desirable also, because we 
see everywhere that the town and 
localities! having the best schools have 
also the best population and the most 
enterprising people. 

Such a plan is practicable -because 
there is abundant financial resources. 
The building of such a school isa 
mark of enterprise. Property will in- 
crease in value. Intelligent people 
will be seeking its precincts for a 
home. It bears the seal of permanent 


‘prosperity and progress. This plan, 


with a correct judgment as to size, 
location and expenditure, is a prac- 
ticable one from every standpoint, 
worthy of consideration. Were there 
three or four special schools located in 
well chosen. places in this State, it 
would not be long before every school 
advertising a college cirriculum would 
be filled with ambitious students. 
More than half a century ago men in- 
terested in the education of the youth 
began planting many of these’ schools. 
The result is that we find the great 
majority of the practical business men 
in the front rank to-day—the product 
of this grade of school. This is true, 
because these schools draw largely 
from the hardy professions, and thus 
furnish the bone and sinew to the 
higher datgijectual pursuits. The his- 
tory of these Behools is a chronicle of 
practical: work — mind preparation, 
social advancement, business prosper- 
ity and moral growth. These schools 
furnish such studies and work as the 
associated powers of the student can 
master, and thus lay the foundation 
for an education which is modern, 
practicable and cultural. The natural 
objects in the surroundings of this 
country are such as to challenge the 
earliest and deepest thought.

RENO, Nev., May 22, 1889. 
A.C. Bragg, Esq.--DEAR Sirz: Your 
favor of yesterday is at band, ip whivh 
you ask several questions touching the 
improvements being made to the State 
University and my understanding of 
the intentions of tbe Legislature in 
making appropriation of $15.000 or 
$20,000 for buildings, etc, For in- 
stance, you ask, first: ‘** Was the mat- 
ter of a dormitory considered by the 
Legisiature ?’? My answer is ‘‘ Yes,”’ 
because il was urged more than any- 
thing else by the President and the 
Regents; but I will not say that the 
Legislature considered the money ap- 
vropriated should be used entirely for 
dormitory... My own impression now 
is that the Legislature was satisfied 
that additional buildings were neces- 
sary to successfully carry on the 
schoel. 
To your second query: “Do you 
consider it wise to put $15,000 or $20,000 
into such a building ?”’ I answer, “I 
do not.’”’ I may say, however, that in 
conversation with the Regents pri- 
vately, I have agreed that it would be 
good policy to fit me a part of one floor 
or one story of the building to be 
erected with rooms for those who 
might want such accommodations at 
the University. 
Your third question is: ‘‘ Do you 
know of any one in your county who 
will send pupils to the University in 
case a dormitory is built who will not 
do so without?’’ To which I answer, 
‘*T do not.”’ 
Your last query is: ‘Do you know 
of any one who considers it a neces- 
sity ?”? I can’t answer this last so 
readily or directly. If the question 
was as to the need of a dormitory pure 
and simple, I would say I dg not know 
of any one who considers it a necessity, 
but if a part of the new building is to 
be fitted up for dormitory purposes, 
then I should say I do know of such} 
persons. My own opinion is thata 
com paratively small portion of the 
proposed building would be sufficient 
for the accommodation of those want- 
ing rooms at the University. The 
very fact that rooms were provided 
would make less demand for them, 
and vice versa. aia i be
